From the New York Post. 


An Important Discovery im Agri- 
culture. 

In the Phalange and Fourier paper pub- 
lished at Paris, Sept. Sth, a novel discovery 
is described, which, if true, will work a great 
change in an important department of ngri> 
cultural Inbor. It is communicated to the 
Paris print by Chas. Poillard & Mr. Bernard, 
who date their letter at Brest, August, 1841. 
It appears that while some of tholr friends, 
who farm their own estares, were engaged 
in conversation on the subject ofugticu ture, 
it wns observed by one of them, Mut that 
branch of industry was suifering more from 
the want of capital and enterprise than any 
other, and nothing was to be done without 


manure, which was overy-day- becoming 
more scarce and expensive. This remark 
led to on inquiry into tke properties of ma- 
ure, and particularly ns to what provision 
nature had made in those uncultivutes regions 
where there seems to be a vigorous and [ax- 
uriwnt growth, without artificial assistance, 

“In observing natire unassisted, or un- 
thwarted rather, by the’ hand of man, in 
vegetable reproduction, it is found that when 
tho sced is ripo, it falls upon tho ground, and 
then the plant which has produced it sheds its 
leaves, or falls itself upon it, in decay and 
covers and protects it from the weather, un~ 
til generation has commenced, and the young 
plant is able togrow up in health and strength 
and full development, to recommence the 
same routine of seeding and of reproduc~ 
tion. 

“From this, it follows that, in nature, ev- 
ery plant produces its own soil humus, and 
that the carth only servos to. beur the plant. 
and not to aid or nourish it in yegetation.— 
The nourishment of plants is thus supposed 
to be derived from air and water, heat and 
light, or electricity in differont proportions, 
adapted to the different varicties of yegeta- 
ble nature.” 

With this general, not in their minds, 
and considering whut to be, in present cir- 
cumstances, one of the most important vege- 
table substances, they agreed to try experi~ 
ments, and in October list undertook the 
following operations: 

In a ficld which had been sown with rye, 
because the Innd was decmed too poor for, 
wheut, a plot of twelve square yards, untiller 
and left without manure, was. carefully 
strewed over with the grins of wheat, and 
wheaten straw was lid upon it closely and 
about one inch in thickness. In a garden, 
also, which hnd been neglectedseveral years, 
afew square yards of earth wero trodden 
over, and the surface being made close and 
hard, somo grains of whent were scattered 
on this hardened surface, anda layer of straw 
one inch in depth was carefully inid over it, 
and left, ns in the former ensé, to take its 
chance with ulterior attention, And, in or~ 
der to mako doubt impossible concerning the 
mero secondary functions of mineral earth 
in vegetable reproduction 20 grains of wheat 
wero sown upon the surface of a pane of| 
glass, and covered with some straw alone, 
as in the other cuse, 

‘Tho germiuation of the seed was soon ap- 
parent, and most healthy in development. 
“The wintor has been rigorous,” says these 
correspondents, ‘for this partof the country, 
and the earth has been frozen in ono solid 
amiss a depth of six inches in the garden 
where the whent was sown, and this has hap- 
pened several times during the winter, to the 
great injury of many plants and even the 
entire destruction of some, while the spots 
protected by the straw were never thorough: 
ly congealed, nor were the grains of wheat, 
though lying on the surface under tho staw, 
at all effected by thecold. During tho spring 
excessive droughts prolonged and -everal 
times repeated, have prevented vegetation 
‘on the common plan from flourishing in health 
and progrese, while our little spots of wheat 
have hardly felt the inconvenience of ¢ 
cessive dryness, for the earth protected by 
the straw bas never been deprived entirely 
from moisture, and our blades of corn were 
flourishing, when all around was drooping 
and uncertais. ‘lo conclude, then, we baye 
thoroughly succeeded in our practical expe~ 
riment, and the wheat produced is of the 
finest quality. Tho straw was more than 
six fect high, and in the ears were 50, 60, 


or even 80 grains of wheat of full deyelop- 
ment, the admiration of all who saw them, 
and particularly those that grew upon the 
pane of glass, and which was quite as healthy 
as those Which grew upon the common earth. 
Itmust be observed also that there was not 
the smallest particle of earth upon the glass, 
and that the plants were left entirely to thera- 
selves, without being watered or attended-to 
in any way whatever from the time of sow- 
ing to the time of reaping. 

he cause of the success, they think, may 
be explained in the following manner: 

“Straw being a bad conductor of heat, 
anda _good conductor of clectrivity, main- 
tains the root of the plant ina medium. tem- 
perature, and prevents the earth from being 
deprived entirely from moistuse. ‘Tine mois- 
ture of the enrth. or the substratum, being 
continual, facilitates the gradual and constant 
absorption of carbonic ncid gas from thesur- 
rounding wtmosphore, and hydrogen, and car- 
bon, the chief elements of nourishment to 
vegetables, are thus economized in regular 
supplies where they are constantly required, 
and piss in combination, with oxygea from 
the roots up to the stem and branches of the 
plants in which thoy are ascimilited, and 
the oxygen thrown off in-exhalation from 
the leaves, The straw decays but slowly, 
and thus furnishes its substance by degrees 
to the young plant in due progression and 
proportion, (Such as the siliquous ingredients 
for instance,) so that the decomposition. of 
the straw corresponds to.the,four phases of 
fermentation in progressing from the saccha- 
rine to the alcholic, the acid'and the putrid 
slates, aualagous to those of infaney, bud- 
ding, youth and seeding of the plant. 

“We observe thet our blades of wheat 
have but avery few ronts, and those are short 
and hurd, something like bird's claws; and 
this agrees with the remarks of Mons, Ras~ 
pail, who statesthat the most healthy in or- 
ioary vegetation havo the least exuberance 
of roots and fibres: 

“Another important observation, also, is, 
that weeds and parnsitical vegetation are 
prevented by this method, for the straw 


chokes every other plant bat thut of its seed. 
Many other interesting observations might 
bo made on these experiments, Lut we re 
fiain, at present from obtruding on our ren- 
ders; but if any of them wish for furthor 
information on this subject, we shall willing: 
ly uffordthem every result, and it will easily 
become apprrent without further comment, 
aud n revolution in the present modes of agri 
cultural labor is a necessary consequence of 
this discovery. No tillage will be required 
nor artificial stimulants in manure and other 
more of less expensive combinations with re- 
gard to soil and culture. In fnet it would bo 
tedious to enumerate the various advantages 
that may resultin practice from this casual 
experiment, and therefore we procliim it 
simply to the world that all may profit by it. 

‘As this experiment can be easily tried, we 
hope some of our farmers will put it to the 
test und communicate the result.

A plan to extricate our State from 
the present pecuniary embarrass- 
ment that excites so many appre- 
hensions among the people. 

‘The enormous indebtedness with the ex- 
hausted resources of our State, 8 generally 
regarded asa burden that must crush for ages 
the energies of Mlinois. Thongh T may be 
garded na fool, yet f look upon this embar- 
Fassment bs a solutary check upon wild 
schemes that would have carried us rapidly 
into an ocean of indebtedness, from which we 
never could have recovered. I do not deplore 
the present condition of things. It is the price 
of a lesson, if properly appreciated, which 
will lay broad and deep the foundation of our 
future greatness—and the key that will unlock 
the inexhaustible hidden resourses of one of 
the richest and most favored regions in the 
world. 

‘Away with your fine-spun theories and gil- 
ded delusions of speculators aud glittering 
schemes of wild financiers.

‘Thus we would, even by paying alittle higher 
for such aritcles, be rermnnerated for our ap- 
parent loss, by ‘the retention in our State of 
millions of dollars every yeat—an increase of 
population to bear part of the burdens of our 
now oppressive taxes. After a few years,instead 
of being oppressed for taxes to pay interest 
on State debts we could loan millions and turn 
the tide of interest in our favor. 

To effect this object the Legislature ean do 
nothing. The people in their sovereign ca- 
pacity must puc the ballin motion, Let asso- 
ciations, with written obligations or constitu- 
tions, be formed. in every neighbourhood, 
Let the ladies, if they will, take the lead.
